The cablegram was signed by Geo. 


Tchitcherin, Soviet commissar for foi- 
eign affairs. It contains warm praise 
for the work Martens has done during 
his three years' presence here in the 
rface of what the Soviet foreign rriu- 
ister calls "malicious insults and pec- 
ty persecution by sonic elements m 
America." 


The order is the direct resulc of 


the recent decision of the U. S. ihru 
the secretary of labor that Martens 
is to be deported. Martens is now 
virtually on "parole" 
to 
surrender 


himself to the government at Wash- 
ington the first week in January. Ho 
had originally declared he would ip- 
•peal. but later said he placed his case 
in the hands of his government and 
would abide by Moscow's decision. 


Tchitcherin declares in effect, that 


the "hostility of the present adminis- 
tration" makes friendly relations be- 
tween Russia and the U. S. impos- 
sible. He concludes: 


"You are instructed to return to 


Russia without delay together wj^h 
the Russian citizens who are members 
of your staff and to cancel and liqui- 
date, in accordance with instructions 
which you will receive, 
all 
orders 


placed with American firms." 


Fdllowing receipt of the.cablegram 


Mr. Martens announced that it means 
abandonment of his intention to ap- 
peal against the deportation decision. 
He said he would apply to the gov- 
ernment- at Washington, -for facilities 
for himself and family and his staff 
to return to Russia withdut delay, as 
Tchitcherin has ordered him to do. 


Mratens' staff consists of about 30 


men and women, of whom about one- 
half are Russian citizens. The Soviet 
representative lives with his family 
in Brooklyn. He has two children. In 
his statement Martens declared the 
deportation decision was a political 
one, and that there was nothing fur- 
ther for him to do in this country. He 
added he was confident that America 
would sooner or later prevail on the 
government to resume friendly re- 
lations with Russia. 


The cablegram from 
Tchitcherin 


reads, in full, as follows: 


"Your telegram of December ]8, res- 


porting the decision off' the U. S. gov- 
ernment to deport you received. 'The 
hostility of the present American ad- 
ministration' expressed in this 
act 


cannot reflect the opinion of 
the 


American people especially of 
the 


American workers who have given 
so many warmly appreciated proofs of 
sympathy with the workers and peas- 
ants of Russia. 


"Under the most trying 
circum- 


stances you have during three years. 
honorably and jiatiently endeavored 
to carry out the instructions received 
by you to establish friendly relations 
with the U. S. 


"You 
did so, notwithstanding the 


malicious insults and petty persecu- 
tion on the part of some of the Amer- 
ican officials, convinced that even- 
tually the common interests of Amer- 
ica and Russia will eliminate the ob- 
stacles to understanding. 


"Even now we are 
certain 
the 


masses of the American people will in 
due time bring such an understand- 
ing. 


"Af the present moment however, 


we are confronted with the cold fact 
that America, who repeatedly avowed 
her good will for the people of Rus- 
sia, and with whom Russia for many 
reasons was eager to develop mu- 
tually advantageous co-operation in 


j the economic field, makes puch co-op- 
eration impossible. This is done at a 
time when most of the other nations 
of the world, even such as openly con- 
ducted war against us, and wasted no 
time on sentimental assurances 
of 


friendship, are entering into economic 
relationship with Russia. 


"Wo must resign ourselves to the 


fact that Russia for the time being, 
due to the hostile attitude of 
the 


present American administration will 
have to get along without such co- 
operation." 


Then follows the order to Martens 


and his staff to return to Moscow.

trade of the United States makes a 
new "high record" in 1920. The rec- 
ord of eleven months and the knowl- 
edge of what is going on in the for- 
eign trade in the twelfth month justi- 
fies, says a statement by The National 
City Bank of New York, the belief 
that our foreign trade in the calendar 
year 1920 will bo "the biggest ever" 
and exceed $13,000,000,000 as against 
a little less than $12,000,000,000 in 
1919. slightly more than $9,000,000,000 
in 1916. and $4,239,000,000 in the fis- 
cal year 1914. Exports will apparent- 
ly cross the ¥8.000,000,000 
line 
as 


against $7,920,000,000 in 1919 and $2,- 
365,000,000 in the year preceding the 
war, while imports will exceed ?5,- 
000,000,000 as against $3,901,000,000 in 
1919 
and $1.894 000,000 in the Tiscal 


year 1931. 


These increases occur, on tho im- 


port side, in all of the three great 
groups "raw materials for 
manufac- 


turing," "foodstuffs," and "manufact- 
ures." The demand in the I'irst half 
of the year 1920 for raw materials 
'abroad was very large, and the prices 
were very high. 
The value of raw 


material imported for use in manu- 
facturing will be apparently about $1,- 
750,000,000, 
an 
increase 
of 
about 


$250,000.000 over the preceding year. 
Crude foodstuffs show no material in- 
crease, but m the foodstuffs "partly 
or wholly manufactured" which in- 
cludes the item of sugar, the total is 
more than double in value that of 
1919.

show a big advance,' standing for the 
ten months ending with October at 
$757,000,000 against $.366,01*0,000 m the 
same months of the preceding year.

appointment of strong, alert committees to lead the way 
J. in raising an adequate sum locally for the starving chil- 
dren of the Near and Far East and those of Poland and other 
countries of southeast Europe will put this city and county in 
line with similar movements in adjoining counties and, in fact, 
thruout the United States. 


It is high time we are doing this for two reasons. 
Tne 


first, of course, is purely humanitarian. For, no matter what 
the sins of the parents, of the statesmen, of the diplomats and 
the governments f«. the Old World, the millions of .children 
there who are dyn-g for lack of nourishment are in nowise to 
blame for the world's plight. 


Simple decency, then, prompts us to throw a. life line to 
these innocent sufferers, victims of a war of aggression and lust 
lust as much as we are. The plight of these peoples, old and 
young alike, is appalling. Words cannot picture the suffering 
they have undergone. 
It is a matter of life and death and only 


prompt action on our part can save uncounted _thousands of 
women, children and old men from actual starvation. 


Scourges of this kind do not end with the administration 


of relief. Even if ample supplies of food were immediately 
forthcoming to stop the ravages of famine in Europe and Asia, 


v.,c war, but before that scourge had run its course countless 
thousands of new graves dotted every cemetery in Christendom. 


France, obsessed with the fear of Germany; poor France, 


diatraught with the menace of Prussianism ever at her gates, 
thot at the end of the war to be able to "keep Germany down 
and to prosper herself by bleeding Germany 0s Germany would 
have bled the rest of the world. But even distracted France is 
beginning to see the fallacy of that view. France is finally real- 
izing that she cannot eat her cake and have it. She is realizing 
that the turnip cannot yield blood. France now sees that if she 
would prosper herself Germany, too, and the heart of Europe 
must prosper, as must the uttermost ends of the earth. 


All the allied countries at the close of the war were more or 


less deceived by that fallacious idea. 
They thot they could 


bleed Germany, Austria and their other foes white and heal 
their own industrial and commecial wounds out of the indus- 
trial hardships and commercial distress of their foes, but they 
all now see, or are beginning to see, that it cannot be done. 


So we here in far-away, prosperous America are at one 


with the race. Is Poland afflicted with a fearful scourge? 
Is 


Russia the victim of false economic ideas? 
Are whole provinces 


of China in danger of extermination from famine? 
Then, too, 


must we expect to have sickness and disease and physical dis- 
tress here at home. Has the commerce of Europe broken down . 
Are her industries paralyzed? Are her people unable to traf- 
fic and buy of each others commodities? 
Then may we, too, 


expect the same inevitable commercial and industrial backsets. 
Then may we, too, expect to see our mills shut down, our fac- 
tories running only half time and our farmers raising bountiful 
crops for which there is no disposal anywhere on earth. 


And statesmen may scheme and economists plan, but they 


will never find a way to ultimate peace EXCEPT THRU TRADE. 
So long as there are trade barriers imposed by one nation 
against another, just as long will there have to be barriers of 
cannon and armed hosts to defend them. 
If there were any 


virtue in favor of the argument for trade restric- 
^a nations then the very crisis thru which we are 
should be regarded as a blessing instead of a curse,

come, when gentle spring winds have thawed the icy bulwarks j 
of winter and returning warmth starts vegetation on its upward j 
course'next April, thousands of underfed children—and their1 
elders too—will succumb to a variety of diseases quite as dis- 
tressing as the effects of famine itself. It is for this reason, as 
xnucb. as for the sake of those now confronted with starvation, 
that instant relief is imperative.

i and adult wage earner in this county would settle this drive so 
far as Coshocton-co is concerned. We have seen reproductions 
of photographs so ghastly in their presentation of human woe, 
so horrible in their psychological effects on the human ~ mind 
that a heart of flint would give and give again that so fearful 
scenes would forevermore be made impossible this side of hell. 


That is the main reason we should all give to this relief 


fund, give cheerfully as if it were a privilege, give without be- 
ing asked as if it were an honor rather than a duty so to do and 
to give again and again until famine and pestilence are made 
impossible in all these -vast regions." 


But there is another reason, quite as urgent, but which it 


ought not be necessary to state in this connection. 
We will 
state it, however, so that no appeal will be lacking and so that 
every heart—and pocketbook—will be touched by one means 
or another. 


The second reason to which we referred above is a purely 


salfish reason. IT IS DOLLARS IN OUR POCKETS TO DO 
SO. It is water over every industrial and agricultural wheel in 
this country to do so. We face a situation in which to give lit- 
erally fulfils every condition of the scriptural injunction to cast 
our bread upon the waters in order to receive a tenfold return. 


We are all beginning to see that if Europe had been going 


normally for the last six months there not only would be no i 
famine and want and suffering there, BUT OUR OWN MILLS I 
AND FACTORIES WOULD NOT NOW BE CLOSED DOWN i 
1 OE ON THE VERGE OF CLOSING DOWN. 


There is no way out of it. We cannot prosper without Eu- 


rope prospering. Whether we would or no, the human family 
is one. If trade in Asia languish eventually it will languish here. 
If European commerce is sick i1 v.-ill not be long until the com- 
mercial illness there is manifested here. 
There is the best of historic, 1 proof of 1his, if any were 


needed. Some-of the worst panics the world has ever known 
hawe started thousands of miles from Iho great commercial and 
industrial centers of Europe and America, but always, before 
the depression ended it/vas reflected with mme or ICPS intensity 
in every section of the globe. And as civilisation grow.s older 
and becomes more complex the more the unity of the race in 
every particular is manifested.
